Dear Ms. Kratz: 

This letter is responsive to your Decision on Petition 
for Revival Under 37 CFR 1.137(b) postmarked 12 March 1999, in 
which you and Ms. Jennifer Bahr declined the above cited petition 
and requested further information and explanation on my part. At 
present, I am not represented by an attorney of record, so I am 
responding personally to your letter. However, Donald J. Perrella 
(USPTO Reg. No. 22,491) was my attorney of record for the filing of 
the parent PCT application on which the present national filing 
(pending reconsideration) is based, remained my attorney of record 
until November of last year and has most kindly agreed to assist 
and advise me on the present matter on an informal basis. 

Responsive to your Decision on Petition for Revival Under 
37 CFR 1.137(b) postmarked 12 March 1999, I have previously for- 
warded two communications to your office. The first of these was 
a certified mail communication postmarked 12 May 1999 that included 
a one month Request for Extension of Time Under 37 CFR §1. 136(a), 
with payment of $55.00 as personal check number 4998. Accompanying 
the extension request was the original copy of my Statement Claim- 
ing Small Entity Status (37 CFR 1.9(f) & 1 . 27(b) ) -Independent 
Inventor, dated 12 May 1999. 

Then, a certified mail communication postmarked 12 June 
1999 contained a further two month Request for Extension of Time 
Under 37 CFR §1. 136(a). It is important for me to acknowledge that 
my communication of 12 June 1999 was erroneously entitled "Request 
for One Month Extension of Time Under 37 CFR §1. 136(a)," a 
typographical error on my part made when I edited a computer file 
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of my 12 May 1999 communication. However, in the body of my 12 
June 1999 letter I stated that I was requesting "an additional two 
month extension of time under 37 CFR § 1.136(a)." A payment of 
$110.00 as personal check number 5030 accompanied this communica- 
tion, my understanding of the fee required for the additional two 
month extension of time. In a telephone conversation to the USPTO 
PCT Help Desk at (703) -305-3257 at approximately 4 PM on this past 
June 11 th , I was informed by a USPTO representative that $110.00 was 
the correct fee payment required for the additional two month 
Extension of Time Under 37 CFR §1. 136(a). 

In an attempt to clarify if I must currently pay addi- 
tional filing fees as per section 17 of page 2 of the Transmittal 
Letter to the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) 
Concerning a Filing Under 35 U.S.C. 371, yesterday I telephoned Ms. 
Patricia Volpe at the PCT Legal Staff Office. I called (703)-308- 
6461, Leonard Smith's number, but he did not pick up and my called 
was transferred to Ms. Volpe. She explained to me that at this 
time I do not have to fill out section 17 and pay additional fees. 
She explained that upon receipt at the USPTO, a legal assistant 
will fill in section 17, calculate any additional fees that may be 
due, and that I will then be notified by mail if any additional 
payment is due (or if a refund for overpayment is to be issued). 

However, when I spoke with Ms. Volpe yesterday, she 
called up this case file on her computer, and she informed me that 
the case file shows only one entry for extension, a one month 
extension. With my records on my desk, I explained to her that two 
requests for time extension had been filed, bringing my response 
deadline up to August 12 th . But she could only inform me that just 
one of the extensions had been entered, and she suggested that I 
bring this matter to your attention in the present communication. 
With this in mind, I am including with this letter copies of my 
time extension request postmarked 12 May 1999 with accompanying 
Statement Claiming Small Entity Status (37 CFR 1.9(f) & 1.27(b))- 
Independent Inventor, dated 12 May 1999 and my time extension 
request postmarked 12 May 1999. As both of the canceled checks 
were included in my last bank statement, I am also presently 
including photocopies of both sides of these checks. Oddly, the 
backs of these checks bear the same cancellation dates. But that 
reflects their paper trail at the USPTO, not when I submitted them. 
In light of the information noted above, I am presently requesting 
that both of my time extension filings under 37 CFR §1. 136(a) be 
recorded in the case file. 

The following additional comments are offered in response 
to the request for additional information contained in your Deci- 
sion on Petition for Revival Under 37 CFR 1.137(b) postmarked 12 
March 1999. 

I would like to state once again that the failure to 
activate this case for US national review by the filing of a US 
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Chapter II demand by 22 November 1997 was an inadvertent act on my 
part, based on my incomplete understanding of USPTO requirements. 
I would like to most sincerely request your reconsideration of the 
decision of your Office letter postmarked 12 March 1999. Said 
reconsideration is requested on the following grounds. 

Responsive to the last paragraph of page 1 of your Deci- 
sion on Petition for Revival Under 37 CFR 1.137(b) postmarked 12 
March 1999, I am filing at this time a Transmittal Letter to the 
United States Designated/Elected Office Concerning A Filing Under 
35 U.S.C. 371 (Form PTO-1390) and a Declaration for Utility or 
Design Patent Application (Form PTO/SB/01). 

By profession, I am a biochemist. I wrote the initial 
draft of the above cited international patent application. Subse- 
quent to editorial review and comments by Dr. Perrella, the revised 
PCT was filed. However, I have pursued this effort on a personal 
basis, without benefit of institutional support. At present, I 
have an appointment as a Research Assistant Professor in the De- 
partment of Pharmacology at Temple University Medical School 
(Philadelphia, PA). In addition, from September 1998 through June 
of this year I was employed as a Special Expert in the Neurogenet- 
ics Laboratory of the National Institute of Neurological Disorders 
and Stroke (Bethesda, MD). In a somewhat unusual relationship, I 
conducted my NINDS supported laboratory studies in the Department 
of Neurology of the University of Pennsylvania Medical School 
(Philadelphia, PA). The present US national application filing is 
part of a series of US and foreign patent applications that I filed 
at my own initiative and expense prior to my joining the faculty at 
Temple University or my consulting work for the NINDS. At present, 
my other USPTO applications tinder review include serial numbers 
08/473,786, 08/883,290, 08/814,291 and 08/963,729. Various foreign 
filings corresponding to the first three of these are also under 
review. I have one US patent (number 5,668,117) and four issued 
Australian patents. Yet while I am skilled in the art as a bio- 
chemist, my legal expertise remains limited. 

The history of the present matter may be summarized and 
documented in detail as follows. Please note the enclosed photo- 
copy of a single page document, the first line of which reads 
"Howard, these are your upcoming fee payments." In the middle of 
the page, the document is signed "Don" and dated "11 April 1998." 
The second line of this document reads "29 April P1018 PCT(US) 
Petition to Revive Abandoned Appln." On the last handwritten line 
of the document, I noted "when is the P1018 US US -$660 really 
due?" This letter documents that as of 11 April 1998 my attorney 
of record for the parent PCT filing and I were engaged in a good 
faith effort to file the required Petition for Revival of an Appli- 
cation for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 CFR1. 137(b). 
It was our mutual understanding at the time that we were acting in 
accord with all USPTO requirements on the present matter. In the 
midst of many professional activities, and with no intent to 
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abandon on my part, I had not activated the US national filing of 
this case. But Dr. Perrella and I believed that we still had time 
to rectify my inadvertent omission. 

My telephone records (copies included herein) document 
that I spoke with Dr. Perrella (Florida telephone number 941-591- 
2651 and New Jersey telephone number 609-737-1727) on April 16 th at 
12:32 PM and 1:53 PM, on April 18 th at 1:06 PM and 1:44 PM, on April 
27 th at 11:44 AM, and on April 28 th at 3:34 PM. Dr. Perrella, now 
"semi-retired" from his patent law practice, usually works out of 
his Florida home. From 19 April 1998 to approximately 12 May 1998 
he was at his New Jersey home (and he presently is at his New 
Jersey home). These telephone records document that in the days 
immediately subsequent to my receipt of Dr. Perrella 1 s letter dated 
11 April 1998, we were in active communication. Although we dis- 
cussed the status of several patent applications during these tele- 
phone conversations, our most immediate concern obviously was Dr. 
Perrella 's understanding that the Petition for Revival of an Appli- 
cation for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 CFR1. 137(b) 
had to be filed by April 29 th . 

However, Dr. Perrella told me in these conversations that 
he would telephone a USPTO representative to obtain further infor- 
mation, in particular, to confirm what the deadline was for filing 
the petition and the exact cost. He did in fact telephone a USPTO 
representative prior to April 29 th , and after reviewing the original 
PCT filing in this conversation, Dr. Perrella was informed by a 
USPTO representative that the abandonment date for this case was 
either 22 October 1997 or 22 November 1997, and that a Petition for 
Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally 
Under 37 CFR1. 137(b) could be filed up to one year beyond the aban- 
donment date. In his April 1998 conversation with a USPTO repre- 
sentative there appears to have been some uncertainty as to whether 
the abandonment date was 22 October 1997 or 22 November 1997. But, 
in any case, Dr. Perrella communicated to me that I still had until 
either 22 October 1998 or 22 November 1998 to reactivate the case. 
He suggested that prior to October 1998, I should telephone the 
USPTO to confirm whether I had until either 22 October 1998 or 22 
November 1998 to submit a valid petition. 

Regarding the statement contained on lines 8 - 13 of page 
3 of your Office letter, please note that the USPTO representative 
that Dr. Perrella spoke to made no reference whatsoever to a re- 
quirement that a valid petition must be submitted within three 
months subsequent to the discovery that the abandonment date had 
already inadvertently passed. 

After receiving that information from Dr. Perrella, my 
attention and his moved on to other more immediate matters, as 
listed by date in his 11 April 1998 letter. As regards line 4 of 
Dr. Perrella 1 s April 11th letter, on May 8 th I issued check number 
4724 in the amount of $190.00. As regards lines 3, 8 and 10, on 
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May 8 th I issued check number 4725 in the amount of $687.17. All 
of the fees due as noted on Dr. Perrella 1 s letter of 11 April 1998 
were paid by required deadlines. I informed Dr. Perrella that I 
would personally submit the required petition on the present matter 
prior to the deadline, whether said deadline be 22 October 1998 or 
22 November 1998. 

However , I did not have a format copy for the filing of 
such a petition. Dr. Perrella contacted a USPTO representative to 
obtain a copy of the form for me, and, in return, he received a two 
page facsimile communication of the petition form (copy included 
herein). Please note that on the top of page two of this fax, the 
date 06/10/98 appears next to the transmitting telephone number 
703-308-6916. If necessary, I believe that we can confirm that 
this is a USPTO fax number. 

With the information provided to me by Dr. Perrella 
subsequent to his clarification of questions related to the filing 
of this petition by his having directly contacted the USPTO prior 
to 29 April 1998, I delayed further action on this matter until 17 
September 1998. On that date, I telephoned the USPTO at (703)-305- 
3620 at 10:00 AM and, according to my personal telephone log, I 
spoke with Ms. Catherine Short. Immediately prior to calling Ms. 
Short, I spoke with Dr. Perrella. The following day, I briefly 
spoke with Ms. Short again at 8:54 AM and 9:10 AM. At her advice, 
I then telephoned the USPTO at ( 703 ) -305-3619 and spoke with Ms. 
Donna Green at 9:13 AM and 11:20 AM (copy of telephone records 
included herein). 

I discussed the prior filing history of this invention 
with Ms. Green, and requested that she clarify my understanding 
that I had until either October 22 nd or November 22 nd to file the 
petition. She confirmed that the petition filing deadline was 22 
November 1998. I should note that Ms. Green was also very helpful 
and considerate in her advice to me. She was obviously quite 
familiar with this petition process, and clearly and patiently 
answered a number of particular questions I had, which related to 
fees due and how the petition should be filled out. I mentioned to 
her that I was following up on Dr. Perrella 1 s telephone call to the 
USPTO regarding this matter the previous April, and she said noth- 
ing regarding a requirement that a petition be submitted within 
three months of discovery of passage of the abandonment date. 

With benefit of detailed comments offered by Ms. Green, 
the Petition for Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned 
Unintentionally Under 37 CFR1. 137(b) was filed on 21 November 1998, 
together with payment of required fees. 

The following information will serve to clarify the 
original 22 November 1995 filing of a Verified Statement Claiming 
Small Entity Status related to the parent provisional PCT filing on 
behalf of the Trustees of the University of Pennsylvania and my 
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subsequent personal filing dated 12 May 1999 of a Verified State- 
ment Claiming Small Entity Status for the US national filing under 
your present consideration. Prior to 01 September 1995, I wrote an 
initial draft of the provisional patent application on which the 
present case is based. As I saw grounds for my working on a volun- 
tary basis in collaboration with the University of Pennsylvania 
(PENN) to possibly co-develop this invention, in February 1995 I 
contacted the PENN Center for Technology Transfer. In the course 
of subsequent informal discussions between PENN representatives and 
myself, as a professional courtesy the University elected to file 
a provisional patent application on my behalf. The provisional 
patent application was filed on 01 September 1995 from the office 
of Jane Massey Licata, who acted as PENN's agent in this matter. 
Copies of Ms. Licata f s 01 September 1995 Provisional Application 
Transmittal Letter, Ms. Licata 1 s check number 2875 in the amount of 
$150.00 dated 01 September 1995 to the Commissioner of Patents and 
Trademarks, and the USPTO stamped return postcard which assigned 
serial number 60/003,174 to this filing accompany the present 
letter. 

On 22 November 1995, Ms. Licata filed a Small Entity 
Transmittal Letter, a Verified Statement (Declaration) Claiming 
Small Entity Status (37 CFR 1.9(f) and 1.27(d) - Nonprofit Organi- 
zation, payment in the form of check number 2038-23201728 in the 
amount of $75.00, and return address receipt postcard for this 
filing. Copies of these documents accompany the present letter. 

However, I never assigned rights to this invention to 
PENN, and subsequent to 22 November 1995 I withdrew from further 
discussions with PENN. PENN abandoned further interest in this 
matter, and Ms. Licata forwarded the entire original provisional 
patent application file to me. Please note enclosed copy of letter 
from Dr. Janet E. Reed to Ms. Licata dated 23 August 1996, in which 
PENN acknowledged its withdrawal from further activity regarding 
this invention. 

With the assistance of Dr. Perrella as my attorney of 
record, on 29 August 1996 I filed PCT International Application 
Number PCT/US96/13850 . In a conversation I had with Dr. Perrella 
in early May of this year, when I was working on my initial draft 
of the present letter, he noted that there was no requirement to 
file a Verified Statement (Declaration) Claiming Small Entity 
Status with my PCT filing. 

I believe that the comments and information offered 
above, together with the accompanying Declaration for Patent 
Application, the accompanying Transmittal Letter to the United 
States Designated/Elected Office Concerning A Filing Under 35 
U.S.C. 371 (Form PTO-1390), the accompanying Declaration for 
Utility or Design Patent Application (Form PTO/SB/01) and the 
Verified Statement (Declaration) Claiming Small Entity Status (37 
CFR 1.9(f) and 1.27(b)) - Independent Inventor filed 12 May 1999, 
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appropriately address the objections raised in your Office letter 
postmarked 12 March 1999. On these grounds, I request that the 
dismissal without prejudice of my previously filed petition under 
37 CFR §1. 137(b) to revive the above- captioned application be 
withdrawn. /
